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U.S. PUTS DRASTIC CURB

TO AID VETERAN HOUSING

WASHINGTON, March 26 (AP) 
—The Government, acting to speed 
construction of homes for vet- 
erans, today clamped drastic re- 
strictions on building or repair of 
virtually all other structures, 

The Civilian Production Admin- 
istration issued a far-reaching or- 
der forbidding the start of any 
new commercial or industrial 
construction unless’ specifically 
authorized. The order, effective 
at once, applies to such things as 
stores, office buildings, road- 
houses, theaters and factories, 

The objective is to make more 
scarce building materials avail- 
able for the 2,700,000 new homes 


the Government is aiming at dur- 
ing the next two years. 
Announced by Wyatt and Small. 

The order was announced by 
National Housing Expediter Wil- 
son W. Wyatt and CPA Admin- 
istrator John D. Small. It applies 
throughout the United States and 
in Puerto Rico and the Virgin Is- 
lands, and probably will be ex- 
tended later to Alaska and Ha- 
waii., 

It permits completion of any 
construction already begun, pro- 
vided “any of the materials which 
are to be an integral part of the 
structure have been incorporated 
in it on the site” before today, 
and if work is being carried on 
at present. 

To’carry out the new order, 
CPA is setting up a regional con- 
struction office in each of the 71 
cities where the Federal Housing 
Administration has offices. 

The National Housing Agency 
and Civilian Production Admin- 
istration issued the following ex- 
planation of the new housing reg- 
ulations: 

WHAT THE ORDER DOES. 

Except where specific authoriza- 
tion is given, the order forbids 
the beginning of construction, or 
repairs or changes in existing 
structures, public or private, in 
the United States, Puerto Rico 
and the Virgin Islands, with cer- 
tain exceptions.

WASHINGTON, March 26 (AP) 
—John L, Lewis announced today 
that his 400,000 miners would 
stop work at midnight Sunday un- 
less a new contract is perfected 
with bituminous operators before 
then. 


Lewis rejected the operators’ 

reply to his demands as “entirely 
unsatisfactory” and there was no 
indication that an agreement 
could be reached before expiration 
of the present contract. 
The operators’ proposals includ- 
ed a wage increase of about 18% 
cents an hour and a joint union- 
industry survey of the possibility 
of setting up a “reasonable” fund 
to take care of victims of mine 
accidents. 

Lewis told reporters at a press | 


conference that the United Mine 
Workers would “stay home with 
their families” next week. He 
said “there will be no miners’ 
blood spilled” next week and that 
lives will be saved and injuries 
averted by the work stoppage. 
“Won't Trespass on Mines.” 

“The mine workers will not 
trespass upon the property of the 
coal companies until they have a 
contract,” he declared. 

“You'll note,” he said at another 
point, “that we're not calling a 
strike.” 

Declaging the miners “have 
been defrauded out of vast sums 
of money” by extending wartime 
contracts on a retroactive basis,

International Harvester 


GONSTRUCTION 
OF $44,000,000 
PLANT POSTPONED 


Delays Project at Wood 
River Due to Present 
Restrictions. 


Construction of a $44,000,000 
tractor plant between Alton and 
Wood River by the International 
Harvester Co. has been ~post- 


poned, the company announced to- 
day through the Chamber of Com- 
merce, “because of serious present 
and future difficulties in the in- 
dustrial construction situation.” 

The announcement was made 
after a conference of Charles R. 
Morgan, district manager for the 
Harvester Co., and Chamber of 
Commerce officers, and follows 
drastic curbs placed on business 
construction by the Government 
to aid veteran housing. 

In an effort to place its “cub” 
tractor, designed to mechanize 
small farms, on the market as 
s00On as possible, the company is 
negotiating for the purchase of 
the former Curtiss-Wright avia- 
tion plant at Louisville, Ky. If 
the required approval of several 
Government agencies is obtained 
for the purchase of the Louisville 
plant, the company will start 
manufacturing the “cub” tractor 
and a new larger tractor there. 

The earliest estimate on a com- 
pletion date for the Wood River 
plant was late in 1948, it was 
stated. “The company must be 
ready to manufacture long in ad- 
vance of that date,” the statement 
explained. 

“There do not seem to be suf- 
ficient materials and labor avail- 
able to build a plant the size of 
the Wood River plant in time to 
turn out tractors when they are 
most needed by farmers,” the 
statement declared. The proposed 
plant, which would have employed 
more than 3500 persons, was to be 
of single-story construction, occu- 
pying a 375-acre tract. 

The statement explained that 
International Harvester has 
bought several Government- 
owned war plants because of the 
advantage offered in getting into 
production with new  ehagmaten at 
earlier dates.

SPEEDY APPROVAL 
UF VARDAMAN BY 
SENATE INDICATED 
AS TIEARING ENDS 


Chairman Says Subcom- 
mittee Will Act as 
Quickly as Possible — 


Bittner’s Poor Impres- 


sion on Inquiry Group.

WASHINGTON, March 26 
Speedy approval of the nomina- 
tion of Commodore James K. 
Vardaman to membership on the 


board of governors of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System appeared to 
be in prospect today following the 
conclusion of hearings conducted 
by a Senate subcommittee. 

Chairman George L. Radcliffe 
(Dem.), Maryland, told reporters 
last night the subcommittee 
would act on the nomination “at 
the earliest possible moment.” 

Two of the five members of 
the subcommittee are away from 
Washington, Senator Hugh Butler 
(Rep.), Nebraska, and Senator E. 
(Dem.), Nevada, But 
Radcliffe said it might not be 
necessary to await their return, 
that they would be consulted by 
telephone. 

Unanimous Vote Likely. 

The subcommittee will report to 
the full Banking and Currency 
Committee, which, in turn will 
report the nomination to the floor 
of the Senate. The subcommittee 
is expected to vote unanimously 
in favor of the nomination, and 
no serious opposition is likely to 
arise either in the full commit- 
tee or on the floor, 

Vardaman, now White House 
naval aide, formerly was president 
of the old Vardaman Shoe Co., in 
St. Louis. Much of the testimony 
heard by the Radcliffe committee 
in the sessions which ended yes- 
terday had to do with a Nov. 30, 
1941, inventory of the shoe com- 
pany which was padded to the 
extent of $50,000 or $60,000. 

Granting that the inventory had 
been padded, Vardaman insisted 
he had nothing to do with it. 
Against this there was the testi- 
mony of Frank O, Bittner Jr., to 
whom Vardaman had sold 9375 
shares of stock in the company 
less than a month before it en- 
tered bankruptcy. 

Bittner testified that two em- 
ployes of the firm, Paul De Coster, 
its comptroller, and sam Reyburn, 
its factory superintendent, had 
told him the inventory was padded 
at Vardaman’s direction. Bittner 
produced copies of six affidavits 
by Reyburn and De Coster de- 
scribing Vardaman’s role in the 
inventory padding. 

Two Repudiate Affidavits. 

But Reyburn and De Coster, ap- 
pearing as witnesses for Varda- 
man, repudiated the affidavits, 
saying they had given them only 
because Bittner had threatened 
them with the loss of their jobs 
unless they signed. Bittner« be- 
came executive vice president of 
the Vardaman firm when he 
bought :the stock, Jan. 16, 1942, 
served later as manager under 
the bankruptcy trustee, and now 
heads the Ermtry Shoe Co., suc- 
cessor to the Vardaman concern 
after the bankruptcy reorganiza- 
tion. 

Members of the committee were 
convinced that Bittner was some- 
thing less than candid in his testi- 
mony, and there was no protest 
from any member when Senator 
E. R. McFarland (Dem.), Arizona, 
characterized it as “trash.” On 
three separate appearances before 
the committee Bittner produced 
three different versions of what 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore had or had not 
done to bring about dismissal of 
a suit in which Vardaman was 
charged with misuse of the shoe 
company’s funds. His last state- 
ment, yesterday, completely exon- 
erated Judge Moore of any mis- 
conduct in the matter. 

His Attorney Testifies.

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ARMY SMOKE MACHINES 
TO BE USED AGAINST INSECTS 


They Will Also Be Tested In Pro- 
tecting Crops In Large Area 
Against Frost. 


WASHINGTON, March 26 (AP) 
—Smoke apparatus developed by 
the Army to hide troop move- 
ments will be tested for its pos- 
sibilities in protecting crops 
against frost and insects. 

The War Department said to- 
day that 16 mechanical smoke gen- 
erators are being borrowed by the 
Agriculture Department for test 
at 14 stations in fruit, cotton, to- 
bacco and wheat areas. 

The purpose is to learn whether 
a smoke blanket over a wide area 
can prevent the night dissipation 
of heat from the ground and thus 
ward off frost. Smaller smoke 
blankets lopg have been used by 
citrus growers. 

For insect control, the fog ma- 
chines will be modified to enable 
them to disperse DDT and other 
insecticides with the smoke. 

The machines weigh only 180 
pounds when empty and use about 
50 gallons of oil an hour. They 
can be trundled about by two 
men.

NO ISSUE, IN STALIN’S VIEW 


PREMIER ASSERTS 
TROOPS QUESTION 
HAS BEEN SOLVED 
BY DIRECT ACCORD 


Soviet Leader in Reply to 
United Press Message, 
Gives No Indication of 
What Agreement Con- 
tains. 


LONDON, March 26 (UP)—Pre- 
mier Joseph Stalin, replying to a 
message from Hugh Baillie, presi- 
dent of the United Press, said 
today that the withdrawal of Red 
Army troops from Iran “has al- 
ready been settled in a positive 
way by agreement” between the 
Soviet Union and the Iranian Gpv- 
ernment. 

He asserted that Winston 


Churchill's recent appeal for quick 
action by the United Nations Se- 
curity Council on the issue was 
“unconvincing.” Stalin's statement 
was made before the Council be- 
gan discussion of the Iranian case 
at its session in Ney York, 

His statement was made in 
a cable to Baillie, who had invited 
him to comment on the Iranian 
situation and the wartime British 
leaders’ remarks, which were 
made to the United Press last Fri- 
day as he left New York to re- 
turn to Britain. Stalin gave no 
indication when the agreement 
was reached, or what it contained. 

Churchill, in an_ interview 
aboard ship, had said “it would 
be very dangerous to let matters 
go from bad to worse in Persia 
(Iran).” He urged the Security 
Council to act so as “not to allow 
itself to be confronted with a 
fait accompli” and a “quisling 
regime” in Iran. 


Text of Stalin’s Reply. 

Stalin’s reply to Baillie, accord- 
ing to the official English transla- 
tion distributed by the Tass news 
agency and broadcast by the Mos- 
cow radio, said: 

“I thank you for your kind 
proposal. I cannot consider Mr, 
Churchill's reason convincing. 
As for the question of the with- 
drawal of Soviet troops from 
Iran, as is known it has already 
been settled in a positive way by 
agreemént between the Soviet 
Government and the Premier of 
Iran, JOSEPH STALIN. 

“President, Council of Ministers. 

“25 March, 1946.” 

Baillie’s message to Stalin, sent 
on March 21, said: 

“T should like to direct your at- 
tention to the statement given by 
Winston Churchill to the United 
Press. If you desfre to answer 
Churchill’s argument for speedy 
action by the United Nations Se- 
curity Council on the Iran case, 
the United Press would be glad to 
distribute your views to the 
world.” 

The Moscow radio began publi- 
cizing Stalin’s statement in its 
first morning home news bulletin, 
broadcasting both the Baillie mes- 
sage and Stalin's reply. Moscow 
newspapers published the _ ex- 
change of messages on page two,

NEW YORK, March 26 (AP)— 
A 14-month-old baby, blind from 
birth, now is seeing through 59- 
year-old corneas which were be- 
queathed to science by Miss Eve 
Tobey when she died last Septem- 
ber, a hospital spokesman said to- 
day. 

Miss Tobey’s eyes were removed 
and shipped to the eye institute of 
the Presbyterian Hospital where 
an operation was performed to 
transfer the corneas to the eyes 
of the baby, then 8 months old. 

“The operation is considered 
successful,” said the spokesman. 
“The baby can see, although he 
must return for observation for 
several more months before final 
judgment is made.” 

The name of the baby was not 
disclosed. 

Miss Tobey’s action was prompt- 
ed by the suffering of a nephew 
who had an eye affliction. In her 
will, the Stamford (Conn.) woman 
said: “When life leaves my body, 


for someone living by donating my 
eyes to science.”

The facts before the council 
are that the Iranian Government, 
through its representative, brought 
to the attention of the council 
a dispute between Iran and the 
Soviet Government which it de- 
clared was likely to endanger in- 
ternational peace and _ security. 
The Iranian Government further 
stated that contrary to the pro- 
visions of the treaty of Jan. 29, 
1942, the Soviet Government was 
maintaining troops in Iranian ter- 
ritory after March 2. And in its 
letter to the council, it further 
declared that the Soviet Govern- 
ment was continuing to -interfere 
in the internal affairs of Iran 
through the medium of Soviet 
agents, officials, and armed forces, 


United Nations and regarded it as 
a serious instrument for the main- 
tenance of peace and security... . 

Generalissimo Stalin emphasized 
that the strength of this interna- 
tional organization laid in the de- 
termination to apply the principle 
of ... equality of nations as 
opposed to the domination by 
some nations of others..,.. 

Iranian Case. 

After making these genera] re- 
marks I would turn to the con- 
crete subect placed on the agenda 
of the Security Council. 

I would suggest that this sub- 
ject, brought to the attention of 
the Security Council by the Irani- 
an Ambassador, Mr. Hussein Ala, 
in a letter of the eighteenth of 
March, is not fitting to be placed 
on the agenda . . I would pro- 
pose that as this subject is not fit 
to be placed on the agenda of the 
council it should not be so includ- 
ed, and I will now give my rea- 
zons for this position. 

Negotiations between the Soviet 
Government and the Government 
of Iran have resulted in an agree- 
ment regarding the evacuation of 
Soviet troops still in that country. 
It is already known that the evac- 
uation of these troops began some 
time ago, on the second of March. 
As regards the evacuation of the 
troops still remaining in certain 
ryones of Iran, I would state that 
in accordance with an agreement 
concluded between the Soviet and 
the Iranian governments the evac- 
uation of these troops began on 
the 24th of March—that is two 
days ago—and will probably end 
within five or six weeks unless 
unforeseen circumstances arise. 

In recent times the question 
of relations between the Soviet 
and Iran have been used by cer- 
tain elements to aggravate the 
political atmosphere of the 
world. They have helped the 
activity of certain political 
groups who aim at engaging in 
propaganda destined to foment 
a new war by sowing distrust 
and anxiety among the peoples. 
There can be no doubt that the 
decision taken by the Soviet 
Government in this matter is 
clear evidence of the pacific 
policy pursued by my Govern- 

ment. The policy of my Govern- 
ment is aimed at peace. The 
decision of the Soviet Govern- 
ment also constitutes a reply to 
those who, though hiding their 
aggressive designs, are working 
against international peace and 
security. These elements also 
misuse the freedom of discus- 
sion and the freedom of the 
press for their purposes. 

As a result of the understand- 
ing I have already referred to, 
concluded between the Soviet gov- 
ernment and the Iranian govern- 
ment, the so-called question 
brought up by Iran does not need 
to come before the Security 
Council. There is no ground for 
bringing this subject before the 
Security Council. 

Says Ala Ignored Facts. 

In spite of the statement made 
by the Iranian ambassador in his 
letter of the 18th of March, a let- 
ter which makes no mention of 
the negotiations in progress be- 
tween the Soviet and Iranian gov- 
ernments, and .in spite of the 
declaration made in the second 
letter of the Iranian ambassador 
in which no reference is made to 
the fact that results were achieved 
by these negotiations, we have, 
Mr. Chairman, the fact that ne- 
gotiations have taken place. This 
fact is confirmed by the Soviet 
government. 

The fact of negotiations is also 
confirmed by the Iranian Prime 
Minister, Premier Ahmed Qavam 
es Saltaneh. So, we have two 
undisputed facts which I submit, 
must be considered when we ask 
ourselves whether this Iranian 
question should be placed on the 
agenda of the Security Council. 

The first fact is that negotia- 
tions have taken place between 
the governments of the Soviet 
Union and Iran, although that 
fact is denied by the Iranian Am- 
bassador, and secondly, the fact 


The Iranian Government, through 
its representative, referred to 
these facts as constituting new 
developments arising since the 
action of the Council on Jan. 3. 


Today the representative of 
the Soviet Government states 
that there has been an agree- 
ment. If that information is 
correct, then the Soviet Govern- 
ment should have presented to 
the Council for its consideration 
a joint statement from the Iran- 
ian Government and the Soviet 
Government stating that an 
agreement had been arrived at 
and asking that there be no 
further consideration of the 
question. But that is not the 
case, The Iranian Government 
has not withdrawn its letter. 


Though we have tried to as- 
certain the facts, we have not 
ascertained from the Iranian 
Government that there has been 
an agreement, Therefore, when 
a member of the United Na- 
tions advises the Council that a 
situation exists which threatens 
the peace and security of the 
world, we cannot deny to that 
nation the opportunity to be 
heard, to say whether or not 
there has been an agreement, to 
say whether or not they wish 
to withdraw their complaint. 
If that is not correct, then 
all that a government repre- 
sented on the Council would 
have to do when a complaint 
was made against it would be 
to advise the Council that there 
has been an agreement, and on 
the strength of that, ask that 
the complaining government be 
denied the opportunity to have 
a hearing. 

All that now is contemplated is 
the adoption of an agenda which 


with the representative of the So- |

would give to the Iranian Govern- 
ment an opportunity to present 
facts which in the opinion of that 
government constitute a threat to 
international peace. Surely the 
Council cannot deny to any mem- 
ber of the United Nations the op- 
portunity to present a request of 
that kind, filed in complete ac- 
cord with the provisions of the 
charter. 

Mr. President, if there has been 
an agreement, certainly the Coun- 
cil would want to hear that fact 
stated by the representative of the 
Iranian Government. If there has 
been an agreement, we must as- 
sume that the representative of 
the Iranian Government will make 
a statement as to the agreement. 
We must put this matter on the 
agenda; we must give to the Iran- 
ian Government an opportunity to 
say whether or not there has been 
an agreement. 

If there is not a complete under- 
standing between the Iranian 
Government and the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, that fact will be dis- 
closed when opportunity is given 
to both sides of the dispute to 
make a statement. And when 
that is done, the Council can take 
the matter under consideration 
and determine whether it can 
take any action to bring about 
complete agreement. But certain- 
ly it cannot deny to a member oO 
the United Nations stating that a 
condition exists which threatens 
international peace and security, 
even the opportunity to present 
its case.

NEW YORK, March 26—Eleven 
representatives from as many na- 
tions solemnly convened here yes- 
terday at Hunter College Genter, 
formerly a gymnasium at a college 
for women, to begin deliberations 
on world-stirring problems pre- 
sented to them as members of the 
United Nations Security Council 
for settlement in debate instead 
of on battlefield. 

The opening session, devoted to 
welcoming speeches by Secretary 
of State James F. Byrnes, Gov. 
Thomas FE. Dewey and Mayor Wil- 
liam O’Dwyer, was marked by a 
sober, almost grim, atmosphere. 
No flags decorated the scene. No 
national airs aroused patriotic 
spirits. The delegates soberly 
seated themselves in a crescent- 
row, facing an audience of nearly 
600 expectant newspaper men and 
other observers. 

They had arrived shortly before 
in automobiles supplied by’ U.N.O. 
authorities. Battle decorated Ma- 
rines in dress uniform served as 
“doormen” and guides, and others 
of the detachment of 75 acted as 
ushers inside the building. News- 
paper and newsreel cameramen 
worked furiously as the Security 
Council members and their associ- 
ates paraded through the entrance 
to the gymnasium, hastily con- 
verted to house the delegates. 


50 Flags Are Flown. 

Although the huge, grassy circle 
in front of the building had been 
trimmed with the more than 50 
flags of all the United Nations 
there was no evidence of a holiday 
spirit. 

Spectators, most of them con- 
nected in some manner with the 
meeting and others, chiefly Hunt- 
er College students or faculty 
members, remained in silent, re- 
spectful lines along the sidewalks 
when the delegates entered. So 
quiet were spectators that even 
the sound of clicking cameras 
could be plainly heard. 

In the auditorium, the meeting 
proceeded without’ interruption 
under the direction of Dr. Quo 
Tai-chi of China. He introduced 
speakers in flawless English, 
slightly Oxfordian in accent. His 
words and those of other speakers 
were repeated in French as each 
concluded. It was noted that 
most of the delegates followed 
the translated words as avidly as 
they had listened to the original. 
No address was greeted by ap- 
plause. A church-like silence over- 
hung the entire room until the 
meeting adjourned. 

Session Lasts Less Than Hour. 
In seats behind the row of dele- 
gates, Secretary Byrnes and Gov. 
Dewey engaged in whispered con- 
versation while Dr. Quo Tai-chi 
voiced the thanks of Council mem- 
bers to official welcomers. He 
then officially closed the session, 
less than an hour after the open- 
ing of the momentous meeting. 
Occupants of 300 press seats in 
the rear of the auditorium and 
in the mezzanine at each side, ran 
for telephones and _ typewriters. 
Spectators, including about 45 
“members of the public,” most of 
them students of high school age, 
filed slowly into the halls. 

The Security Council, backbone 
of the United Nations Organiza- 
tion, had held its first historic 
session in the United States.

dogan had questioned whether his 
statement “was in accord with the 
facts.”

Briton Backs Up Byrnes. 


Cadogan indorsed Byrnes’s dec- 
laration. He cited a _ resolution 
adopted in London by the Council 
two months ago saying that Iran 
and Russia should try to settle 
their troubles directly but that 
the Council might ask them to re- 
port what they were doing. 

“Then there is the other ques- 
tion—the maintenance of Soviet

“Treaty Aspect in Case.” 

“There is an inrportant aspect 
of this case—thdat of confidence 
in the observance of treaties,” 
Cadogan said. The Russian troops 
were committed by treaty to get 
out of Iran six months after war 
ended, a date that turned out to 
be March 2. 
Lt. Col. W. R. Hodgson of Aus- 
tralia followed Cadogan. He agreed 
with Byrnes and Cadogan that 
the Council should take up the 
Iranian case. 

Gromyko, reading his state- 
ment to the Council in Russian, 
asserted: “The policy of my gov- 
ernment is aimed at peace.” 

He contended the issue was be- 
ing handled in accord with the 
council’s admonition to the two 
nations at London to resolve their 
differences by direct negotiations. 
“For these reasons, Mr. Chair- 
man,” Gromyko said to presiding 
officer Dr, Quo Tai-chi of China, 
“T propose that the case not be 
placed on the agenda.”

ready begun: that is, work on 
which materials that are to be an 
integral part of the structure have 
been incorporated into the struc- 
ture on the site and which is 
being carried on at the time of 
issuance of the order.) 

The prohibition is effective im- 
mediately and applies whether or 
not the materials needed are on 
hand or are available without pri- 
orities assistance. 

“Structure,” as defined by the 
order, includes buildings, piers, 
arenas, stadia and grandstands, 
motion picture sets, and billboards, 
regardless of whether they are of 
a permanent or temporary nature. 
However, used stands or struc- 
tures which are being re-erected 
for temporary purposes only are 
exempt from the order. 

No person may sell or deliver 
materials which he knows or has 
reason to believe will be used in 
work prohibited under this order, 
nor may any person either carry 
on or participate in work prohib- 
ited by this order. 

Kinds of work that are restrict- 
ed by the order are: constructing, 
repairing making additions or 
alterations, improving or convert- 
ing structures or installing or re- 
locating fixtures or mechanical 
equipment (heating, lighting, ven- 
tilating and plumbing equipment) 
in structures, which involves the 
putting up or putting together 
of processed materials, products 
or equipment if these items are: 

(a) Attached to the land or 

(b) Attached to a structure 
and used as part of it, or 

(c) Attached so firmly to the 
land or structure that removal 
would injure the item. 
WHAT THE ORDER DOES 

NOT DO. 

(1) It does not forbid or require 
authorization for the completion 
of construction jobs on which 
materials which are to be an in- 
tegral part of the structure were 
incorporated on the site before 
March 26 and which are being 
carried in at that date. It does 
not require further authorization 
for construction jobs for which 
preference ratings have been 
issued under priorities regulation 
33. (The Veterans’ Emergency 
Housing program). 

(2) It does not apply to re- 
painting and repapering or to 
greasing and repairing or install- 
ing repair or replacements parts 
in existing equipment, where no 
change is made in the structure 
itself. 


(3) It does not apply to roads, | 


streets, sidewalks, railroad or 
street or interurban or plant rail- 
way tracks or operating facilities 
(other than buildings), fences, 
silos, bridges, tunnels, subways, 
pipe lines, power or utility lines, 
sewers, surface or underground 
mines, wells, dams or canals, 

(4) It does not apply to certain 
repair and maintenance work in 
industrial, utility and transporta- 
tion structures, unless such work 
is capitalized for taxation pur- 
poses. 

(5) It does not apply to the in- 
stallation on the ground or out- 
side a structure of any kind of 
equipment not attached to the 
structure. 

(6) It does not apply to mili- 
tary construction or to projects 
of the Veterans’ Administration. 
The federal government is form- 
ing an inter-agency committee to 
screen at the source and, wher- 
ever possible, postpone its own 
building activities. 

(7) It does not apply to the min-

ALLOWANCE EXEMPTIONS. 

(8) It does not apply to con- 
struction, repair, alteration or in- 
stallation jobs on which the cost 
does not exceed the allowances 
listed below for particular classes 
of structures. Application must 
be made for authorization to do 
work in excess of these cost allow- 
ances: 

(1) House, including a farm- 
house or other structure (such 
aS garage) on residential prop- 
erty, designed for occupancy by 
five families or less—$400 a job. 

(II) Hotel, resort, apartment 
house or other residential build- 
ing designed for occupancy by 
more than five families—$1000 
a job. 

(III) Commercial or 
establishment such as office, 
store, garage, theater, ware- 
house, radio station, gas service 
station—$1000 a job. 

(IV) Farm (excluding farm- 
house—see “I” above)—$1000 a 
job. 

(V) Church, hospital, school, 
public building, charitable insti- 
tution—$1000 a job, 

(VI) Factory, plant or other 
industrial structure used for 
manufacturing, processing or as- 
sembling; logging and lumber 
camp; pier, structure for a com- 
mercial airport or carrier ter- 
minal; railroad or street railway 
building; research laboratory; 
pilot plant: motion picture set; 
utility structure, including tele- 
phone and telegraph; oil, gas or 
petroleum refining or distribu- 
tion (except service stations and 
garages)—$15,000 a job, 

In computing the cost of a 
job in a structure covered by 
the preceding paragraph (VI) 
the cost or value of equipment 
(other than mechanical equip- 
ment) and the cost of labor 
used to assemble or install these 
items may be excluded. The ex- 
clusion may not include the cost 
of equipment used for heating, 
lighting, ventilating or provid- 
ing sanitary services within a 
builaing. 

(VI) Other structures covered 
by the order but not in the above 
general classes—$200 a job. 
Computation of the cost of a 

job to determine if it comes with- 
in these cost allowances must 
(with the exception mentioned 
after paragraph (VI) be on the 
cost of the entire construction 
ob as estimated at the time of 
beginning construction, including 
paid labor, value of new mechani- 
cal equipment, fixtures and miate- 
rials incorporated in the structure 
and contractor's fees. 

If a structure is used for more 
than one purpose, the use to 
which the greater part of it is 
put will determine the class into 
which it falls. If a structure is 
being converted, the allowance 
applicable to it after the conver- 
sion is the maximum allowance 
for the job. 

A related series of operations 
which are performed at or about 
the same time constitute a single 
job. No job which ordinarily would 
be done as a single piece of work 
may be sub-divided for the pur- 


service 


pose of coming within these cost 


allowances. 


When a building, or a part of | 


one, is converted, all work inci- 
dentally to the conversion must be 
counted as one job. So also if a 


must be considered as one job, 


even though separate contracts 
are let for the different parts of 
the work, such as contracts for 
roofing, flooring, heating, electri- 
fying. 

This clarification of a “job’ fs 
only for the purpose of figuring 
whether or not it comes within 
the cost allowance for which au- 
thorization is not required. The 
definition does not apply to the 
“beginning” of work, which is de- 
fined as the incorporation on the 
site of materials which are to be 
an integral part of the structure. 
AUTHORIZATIONS FOR WORK 
PROHIBITED BY THE ORDER. 

A person who wishes to begin 
work which would otherwise be 
prohibited by this order without 
an authorization, may apply for 
an authorization, as follows: 

1. For housing jobs, applica- 
tion for authorization should be 
made on form CPA-4386. Non- 
farm housing applications should 
be filed with the local office of 
the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration, and farm housing appli- 
cations should be filed with the 
local county agricultural con- 
servation committee. 

2. For non-housing farm jobs, 
application should be made on 
a CPA form and filed with the 
nearest county agricultural con- 
servation committee. 

3. For all other construction 
or repair work covered by the 
order, application should be 
made on a CPA form and filed 
with the nearest district con- 
struction office of the Civilian 
Production Administration. 


“other construction or _ repair 
work” will be taken in the 71 dis- 
trict construction offices which 
the Civilian Population Adminis- 
tration is establishing for this 
purpose. Each state will have 
at least one such CPA construc- 
tion office in it. 

In the CPA district construc- 
tion office, the manager, in his 
decisions on the essentiality and 
non-deferrability of proposed jobs, 
will have the advice of an area 
review committee appointed by 
CPA. This committee will be 
made up of citizens of high stand- 
ing in their communities who rep- 
resent the geographical sections 
of the area as well as the eco- 
nomic and public interests within 
it. 

The committee will carry a typ- 
ical name, such as “District Con- 
struction Review Committee for 
the State of Connecticut.” CPA's 
district manager will be the chair- 
man of the committee, and he will 
make the final decision on ap- 
proval of the applications on non- 
housing projects such as commer- 
cial, industrial, and public works 
(except federal projects). Appeal 
from his decision may be made to 
Washington. 

In making its recommendations 
on the _ essentiality and  non- 
deferrability of local construction 
projects, the district construction 
committee will review the impact 
of the proposed job upon the 
Veterans’ Emergency Housing 
program. Factors which will be 
considered by the committee are: 
(1) the essentiality of the pro- 
posed job in relation to the vet- 
erans’ program, or (2) the elim- 
ination of a bottleneck in recon- 
version; (3) the public health and 
safety of the community: or (4) 
unusual and extreme hardship.

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, speaking

to a maximum of -$4000. 

One bill, Gov. Donnelly said, in- 
creases the number of doctors at 
state hospitals at Fulton, St. Jos- 
eph, Nevada, Farmington and 
Marshall from one staff physi- 
cian for every 300 patients to one 
for every 150 patients. At Mount 
Vernon there is to be one staff 
physician for every 75 patients. 

In a review of measures taken 
by the State Government to im- 
plement the new State constitu- 
tion, the Governor said the new 
Department of Health and public 
Welfare had been assigned the 
State Board of Health, Social Se- 
curity Commission, Cancer Com- 
mission, Commission for the Blind 
and institutions at Fulton, St. Jo- 
seph, Nevada, Farmington, Mount 
Vernon, Marshall, Carrollton, Hig- 
ginsville and St. James. 

Licensing of doctors is now a 
function of the Department of 
Education, under its new Division 
of Registration and Examination, 
Gov. Donnelly continued. 

Provision for Hospitals. 

Other bills provide that two or 
more contiguous counties may 
join in any common medical serv- 
ice, including construction and 
tuaintenance of hospitals; and laws 
relating to the construction and 
maintenance of county hospitals 
have been rewritten and re-enact- 
ed. 

Gov. Donnelly praised the work 
of Missouri doctors during the 
war, both in the armed forces and 
in civilian practice and said about 
950 Missouri physicians served in 
the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps.

Lewis made it plain that this time 
“there will be no extension of the 
existing contract on any basis.” 
The operators’ proposals com- 
prised six offers which they said 
were made after “ineffectual ef- 
forts to get the actual negotia- 
tions to a consideration of basic 
issues.” ‘ 

The industry offered to increase 
miners’ pay in line with the wage 
increases already worked out in 
steel, oil and automobile industries 
—or about 18% cents an hour. 

In addition, they proposed a 
joint study by the United Mine 
Workers and the industry of plans 
to create a fund to care for hard- 
ships resulting from mine acci- 
dents—a direct answer to Lewis’ 
demand for a health and welfare 
fund, 

Also, the operators suggested 
that the mine workers’ union ad- 
minister funds collected from min- 
ers for medical and benefit pur- 
poses, in cases where UMW lo- 
cals now are dissatisfied. 


Compensation Laws. 


On Lewis’s demands that com- 
pensation laws be enforced, the 
operators proposed that all coal 
companies accept workmen’s com- 
pensation laws in any states where 
such acceptance is optional.

Car & Foundry Co. has _ been 
charged with. pro-union activity 
for dismissing a workman from its 
Madison plant because he refused 
to join a union. 

The board ordered the company 
to offer reinstatement to the em- 
ploye, Preston W, Roper, who as- 
serted he was fired for refusal 
to join the AFL Brotherhood of 
Railway Carmen, and directed the 
company to “cease and desist from 
encouraging membership” in that 
or any other union, The decision 
is believed without parallel. 


The brotherhood was the desig- 
nated bargaining unit in the pro- 
duction department in which .Ro- 
per was employed as a chainman, 
but the union did not have a closed 
shop clause in its contract. Ro- 
per was discharged July 12, 1944, 
after a brief work stoppage in 
the plant by other chainmen, 
which the board concluded was 
caused by their refusal to work 
with Roper because of his non- 
membership in the union. 

The board rejected the com- 
pany’s contention that Roper was 
fired for leaving work early in 
violation of company rules and 
stated: “The company utilized 
Roper’s action in leaving work 
early the day prior to his dis- 
charge as a pretext to discharge 
him in order to satisfy those em- 
ployes who refused to work with 
him unless he joined the union.” 

The board ordered the company 
not only to offer Roper reinstate- 
ment without prejudice to his 
seniority and other rights but also 
to pay him a sum of money equal 
to what he would have earned 
had his employment continued. 
Roper, employed in recent months 
as a truck driver, lives at 1015

Juvenile Court authorities today 
were investigating living condi- 
tions at the home of Charles A.

The investi- 
gation followed receipt of a letter 
from John Buxell, chief sanitation 
engineer for the city, in which he 
asserted, “This is a clear case of 
neglect of children.”

Join in Urging UAW 
Levy After Complaint 
G.M.C, Walkout Is

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., March 
26—Both R. J. Thomas, president 
of the United Auto Workers, and 
Walter P, Reuther, vice president 
in charge of the General Motors 
division who is seeking to defeat 
him, joined today in urging a 
mandatory assessment of the 
membership to obtain funds to 
assist General Motors workers 
who are still on strike. 

They did so after delegates com- 
plained from the floor that the 
plight of the General Motors strik- 
ers was being used as a political 
football at this convention. Both 
officers were greeted by mingled 
catcalls and applause as they rose 
to speak. An increased atmos- 
phere of political feuding marked 
the meeting today. 


Dues Increased to $1.50. 

The convention finally approved 
a mot n to increase dues from 
$1 to $1.50 a month after a pro- 
vision had been inserted provid- 
ing that the international receives 
65 cents of each payment under 
the new dues schedule and the 
local 85 cents. The old split was 
40 cents to the international and 
60 cents to the local. Delay in 
approving the dues of the increase 
was due to the refusal of dele- 
gates to approve an original pro- 
posal to divide the $1.50 evenly 
between the international and the 
locals. 

It was estimated that in line 
with the current dues paying 
membership the income of the 
international would be increased 
by $1,440,000 a year, exclusive of a 
strike fund amounting to about 
$360,000 annually which would be 
set up by earmarking 5 cents of 
eack 85 cents received by the in- 
ternational in per capita dues. 

This marks the first specific 
strike fund set up by the inter- 
national although the local al- 
ways have maintained funds. It 
was provided that the internation- 
al’s fund could only be used for 
authorized strikes or lockouts.

Both reports condemned the re- 
cent speech of Winston Churchill, 
former British Prime Minister, at 
Fulton, Mo., calling for a British- 
American military alliance against 
Russia but the minority report 
merely advocated a conference of 
President Truman, Prime Minister 
Attlee and Stalin, with represen- 
tatives of various groups of each 
country in attendance to settle 
differences among their nations, 
subject to United Nations Organ- 
ization approval. 


The majority report contained 
12 suggestions to implement a 
foreign policy program for this 
country, urging the convention to 
instruct its officers and local 
unions to work for adoption of 
those principles by the world Fed- 
eration of Trade Unions. 


Condemns and Commends. 


It condemned the open inter- 
ference of the Soviet Government” 
in affairs of China but com- 
mended the Soviet Union for de- 
nouncing Fascist activities in 
Spain and Argentinu and demand- 
ing that those governments be 
outlawed from participation in 
the U.N.O. It called for freedom 
of the press in all countries and 
“freedom of access of all peoples 
to each other.”

An insidious plan of courthouse 
ring politicians in the smaller and 
poorer Missouri counties to per- 
petuate their offices through cir- 
cumvention of the new constitu- 
tion was blocked in the Senate last 
night by the rejection of a pro- 
posal for payment of a larger part 
of salaries of sheriffs in those 
counties with state funds. 

The attempt was looked on by 
opposing Senators as an entering 
wedge to ultimate use of state 
money for virtually ail the cost of 
government in small counties, de- 
spite the fact provision is made 
in the constitution for counties to 
reduce their expenditures to their 
capacity to pay. 

Delegates to the constitutional 
convention realized that many 
small counties were in a deplora- 
ble financial condition, that the 
cost of local government was be- 
yond the capacity of many coun- 
ties, and that some means must be 
worked out by which these coun- 
ties could retain their identities 
and yet adhere to the state policy 
of local self-government. 

Ways of Financial Relief. 

Under the old constitution only 
one form of county government 
was authorized, the smaller coun- 
ties having the same expensive 
type and the same number of 
county officials as the larger and 
wealthier counties. 

While a plan was set up by 
which small counties could con- 
solidate, the delegates realized 
that because of local pride and po- 
litical influences there were al- 
most insurmountable obstacles to 
consolidations. For that reason, 
it provides other plans of relief. 
One authorized alternate forms of 
government, by which counties 
could reduce the number of their 
officials. Another provided that 
any number of counties up to 10 
could enter into agreements by 
which all in a group could have 
one official in a particular office 
serving them, instead of having 
an official in each individual 
county. 

In most Missouri counties there 
are so-called courthouse rings, 
groups of politicians who are able 
to keep themselves in the county 
offices for many years. To have 
one official serving a group of 
counties would be disastrous to 
these political rings. and they 
evolved the plan of state subsidy 
for the office of sheriff as the be- 
ginning of what some senators 
termed a scheme to transfer the 
cost of county government to the 
state. 

Effort to Gain Subsidy. 

In setting up a sheriff's salary 
bill for fourth-class counties, those 
having an assessed valuation of 
less than $10,000,000, the House 
approved a measure with a salary 
range of from $1200 to $2400 a 
year. This met the constitutional 
requirement that all public offi- 
cilals be taken off the fee system 
and placed on salary. 

Fees were to be placed fn the 
county treasury to at least partly 
meet the salary. However, the 
House measure authorized sheriffs 
to retain fees collected in civil 
matters and required only that 
fees in criminal cases be paid in 
to the counties. 

Criminal cases do not equal the 
amount of salaries fixed in the 
bill, and, unless the state paid 
part of the salaries, the cost of 
government to the counties would 
be increased, Consequently the 
plan to have the state pay $1000 
of the sheriff's salary in each of 
the counties concerned was 
worked out. 

An attempt in the House to 
strike out this provision when 
the bill was up for perfection 
more than a month ago failed. 
When the measure reached the 
Senate yesterday, however, Sen- 
ators Jasper Smith of Spring- 
field, Frank M. Frisby of Bethany 
and several others attacked the 
provision as a violation of a 
settled policy in Missouri, as a 
circumvention of the constitution 
and as an unwarranted drain on 
state funds. 

Firm Attitude in Senate. 

An amendment by Smith to 
strike out the state payment was 
adopted, and immediately after- 
ward an amendment by Senator 
Emery W. Allison of Rolla to re- 
quire payment to the counties of 
fees in civil cases was adopted. 

The bill must be returned to the 
House for consideration of these 
Senate amendments, but the Sen- 
ate took a positive stand and is 
not likely to back up on it. 

As the bill now stands, sheriffs 
in the fourth class counties, of 
which there are 32, will be lim- 
ited to the salary fixed, plus al- 
lowance for mileage when on offi- 
cial business. Any group of coun- 


heavy a drain. may obtain relief 
by joining to pay for one sheriff 
instead of from two to 10. 

The bill also would break up 
an obnoxious and prevalent cus- 
tom of sheriffs being paid a cer- 
tain price for feeding county jail 
prisoners and serving meals cost- 
ing less than half the amount they 
receive. Under the present law 
a sheriff may be allowed 75 cents 
per day per prisoner. Under the 
new bill the sheriff must make a 
sworn statement of the actual 
cost of feeding prisoners, and will 
be paid only the cost, thts, it is 
believed, will remove the tempta- 
tion to “starve” prisoners,

Recognition of the autonomous 
Azerbaijan provincial government 
by the Tehran government and 
oil concessions to Russia in north- 
ern Iran were regarded as the 
most probable. 

Prince Firouz yesterday report- 
ed that Russian troops were leav- 
ing and said: “No Iranian-Rus- 
sian agreement was signed—it 
(the withdrawal) was necessary 
since the move was in conformity 
with the tripartite treaty.” 

American and British sources in 
Tehran said the Russians had 
sunk at least three oil wells in 
southern Iran, in the area between 
the Caspian Sea and the Elburz 
Mountains. Such action would be 
illegal under the occupation terms 
without Iran’s permission. 


Full Agreement Not Yet Reached, 
Iranian Premier Says. 


WASHINGTON, March 26 (UP) 
—Premier Ahmed Qavam _ ex- 
pressed hope today that his coun- 
try and Russia will reach “a full 
understanding” in the next year. 

He said in a broadcast heard 
here that he hoped the under- 
standing would be based on mu- 
tual respect and would open up 
“a new period in Iran-Soviet re- 
lations.” 

He said: “TI decided to go to 
Moecow personally with the ob- 
ject of dispelling all misunder- 
standing. During my stay no 


agreement could, unfortunately, 
be .reached on all points.of the 
misunderstanding which had been 
created by former policies.” 


4000 G.I. BRIDES IN BRITAIN 
CHANGE MINDS ABOUT SAILING 


LONDON, March 26 (AP)—The 
United States Army Transport 
Command said today 4000 G.I. 
brides who applied for transpor- 
tation to join their husbands in 
the United States had changed 
their minds as sailing time 
neared.

COUNTY OFFICIALS 
PAY BOOST BILL 


Measure Would Fix Sal- 
aries Higher Than 
Those of Most State 
Elective Officers. 


By BOYD F. CARROLL 
Jefferson City Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 26— 
A general salary increase bill for 
St. Louis county officials, provos- 
ing advances which would fix their 
compensation at levels higher than 
the pay of elective state officials 
other than Governor, was perfect- 
ed in the House yesterday after- 
noon and is in position for pass- 
age. 

The proposed salaries for 13 of- 
ficials, varying from $8500 to $9000 
a year, involve increases ranging 
from $250 to $3500 a year. 

The bill, applicable to first-class 
counties as defined under the new 
Constitution, also provides salary 
increases to even higher levels for 
officials of Jackson county. 

Speaker Howard Elliott of St. 
Louis county, who went to the 
floor to handle the bill, met ob- 
jections to proposed salaries high- 
er than those of state offiicals 
with the answer, “if the counties 
want to pay the salaries, that is 
their business.” 

Delegations’ Attitude. 


As evidence that the counties 
wanted to pay the salaries, Elliott 
said the House delegations of St. 
Louis county and Jackson county 
had indicated the bill was agree- 
able to them. 

The three St. Louls county rep- 
resentatives, Elliott, Forrest Mit- 
tendorf and Charles A, Witte were 
in the house, but none of the 10 
Jackson county representatives 
was present when the bill was per- 
fected. 


The lone objection to the higher 
salaries came from Representa- 
tive Curtis J. Tindel of Texas 
county, who pointed out that the 
top salary of $10,000 a year pro- 
posed for nine of the Jackson 
county officials equaled that of 
the Governor, and that the top 
figure of $9000 for six St. Louis 
county officials was higher than 
that of other elective state offi- 
cials. These salaries would be 
higher than any of the top sal- 
aries proposed for department 
heads in the pending state depart- 
ment reorganization. 

Governor Gets $10,000. 

Salary of the Governor of Mis- 
souri is $10,000 a year. The sal- 
aries of the Lieutenant-Governor, 
Secretary of State, State Auditor, 


State Treasurer and Attorney 

General are $7500 a year each. 
The increases proposed for St. 

Louis county officials are: Three 


county judges, from $4000 a year 
plus $5 a day for attending board 
of equalization sessions, to salaries 
of $8500 a year; County Clerk, 
Treasurer, Recorder of Deeds and 
Circuit Clerk, from $6750 to $8500; 
Collector of Revenue, Sheriff and 
Assessor, from $8750 to $9000; 
Highway Engineer, from $8000 to 
$9000; Prosecuting Attorney and 
County General Attorney (now 
County Counselor) from $6500 to 
$9000 a year. 

A companion bill, also perfected, 
abolishes the office of County 
Counselor, now held by Erwin F. 
Vetter, and creates the office of 
County General Attorney, at $9000 
a year. This is $1500 a year more 
than the salary of the Attorney 
General of Missouri. Vetter now 
receives $6500 a year. The county 
genera] attorney is not barred by 
the bill from other law practice. 


Judges’ Salary Bills. 


Two Senate bills proposing sal- 
ary increases for judges of the 
Missouri Supreme Court, the three 
courts of appeals, and for circuit 
judges in the larger counties of 
the state were recommended for 
House passage last night by the 
House Committee on Judiciary. 

One bill would increase the pay 
of the Supreme Court judges from 
$10,000 a year to $11,000; and in- 
crease salaries of judges of the 
St. Louis, Kansas City and Spring- 
field courts of appeals from $8500 


The other bill, as passed by the 
Senate, carried pay increases for 
all circuit judges in the State. 
The House Committee approved 
increases for the judges in St. 
Louis, St. Louis County and 
Jackson County (Kansas City) 
from $6000 to $7200, and Jasper 
Buchanan and Greene counties, 
from $6000 to $7000, and Jasper 
County,. from $5700 to $6000.

SIX INTANGIBLE TAX BILLS 
READY TO GO TO GOVERNOR 


Senate Passes Key Measure and 5 Others 
Providing New Plan Operative 
July 1. 


By JAY B. WILSON 
A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 26 
—Legislative action on a series 
of six bills prescribing a new 
method of taxing intangible per- 
sonal property, such as_ bonds, 
notes, mortgages and other secur- 
ities, was completed today when 
the Senate passed five of the 
measures affecting insurance com- 
panies, building and loan compan- 
ies and banks. 

The only remaining procedure 
before the new tax method be- 
comes operative July 1 is approval 
by the Governor of the five meas- 
ures and of the key bill, which 
passed the Senate last night. 

The new tax method will sup- 


plant the old system of taxing in- 
tangibles on their face value as 
property, which was widely 
evaded. The holders of securities 
generally refused to report them 
for assessment because of the 
high property tax rates. 

The key bill sets the tax rate 
at 4 per cent of the yield of se- 
curities. Insurance companies

House Action on Seventh. 


Meanwhile, the House Revision 
Committee on Taxation today 
recommended passage of a Dill 
imposing a tax Of 10 per cent on 
the net income of Missouri loan 
and credit companies to be col- 
lected in lieu of taxes on their 
tangible and intangible persona! 
property. The bill is the seventh 
in the series of measures, 


The committee drafted the spe- 
cial bill applying to loan com- 
panies, after representatives of 
such companies objected’ that 
their inclusion under the general 
intangible tax bill would result 
in a gross income tax on the 
companies’ earnings from _ inter- 
est on loans, One amendment 
recommended by the committee 
would exempt credit unions and 
firms dealing in real estate mort- 
gages from the loan bill. Such 
concerns would come under the 
general intangible bill, as a re- 
sult. 
Little Argument on Bill. 

No amendments were offered in 
the Senate to any of the six meas- 
ures and they were accepted as 
passed by the House last week. 
There was little argument on the 
measures passed today. Heated 
debate, however, accompanied 
passage of the key measure last 
night. The arguments were 
touched off by Republican Floor 
Leader H. R. Williams in a plea 
to the Senate to “pass this legisla- 
tion quickly on the faith that peo- 
ple who studied the problem have 
approved this bill.” 

Opposition by Ricketts. 

Opposition to the bill was led by 
Senator Claude B. Ricketts of St. 
Louis who asserted that it was 
unnecessary and would prove to 
be a “tough tax and hard to col- 
lect.” Ricketts, however, voted for 
the bill. 


The bill provides for taxation of 
intangibles on July 1, with persons 
whose tax would be more than $1 
filing returns with the State Di- 
rector of Revenue by Sept. 1 on 
the yield of intangibles during 
1945, In 1947 and succeeding years 
the returns would be filed by 
March 15, 

The director of revenue will re- 
turn 98 per cent of the tax col- 
lected to St. Louis, the counties 
and other political subdivisions 
where the intangibles were held. 
Two per cent will be retained by 
the state to meet the costs of col- 
lection. 


Demand bank deposits, on which 
no interest is paid, are exempted 
from the tax, as are corporate 
stocks.

Shouldn’t 
the first consideration in all labor legislation be 
protection of the public welfare? 


WHY should labor unions be permitted to 
use closed shop contracts to force free Ameri- 
cans to join a union in order to exercise their 
right to work? 


WHY should a union be permitted to main- 
tain closed shop agreements, and at the same 
time prohibit a qualified worker (who has been 
offered a job) from joining the union, by charg- 
ing excessive initiation fees or by other arbi- 
trary conditions?

Mem- 
bers said he presented a study 
which urged an international li- 
censing system to control raw ma- 
terials and the production of atom- 
ic energy for peaceful uses. 

The recommendations were over- 
shadowed by statements which 
three Senators credited to Acheson, 
that scientists have learned how 
to “denature” both plutonium and 
U-235. These are the substances 
that furnish the atoms that are 
split to release vast power. 

One Senator said the problem 
of sharing atomic energy secrets 
with the rest of the world may be 
“very much simplified” if the 
process is proved in practical op- 
erations. 

He pointed out that if a way 
ean be found to control tightly 


the world’s supply of fissionable | use 


material and if it can be treated 


| 


fic in plutonium rather than its 
engineering use.” 

Most scientists had indicated 
that the greatest stumbling block 
in the path of industrial use is 
the difficulty in controlling the 
explosive force of the chain reac- 
tion set up. 

Most members of the committee 
said they know little about the 
technical details of the denatur- 
ing process, although one said it 
had been discussed more thorough- 
ly by a scientist at a previous 
closed session. 

Doubt at Harvard. 

At Cambridge, Mass., Prof. W. 
H. Furry of the Harvard Univer- 
sity department of physics said, 
“I don’t believe there is any tech- 
nical means to make it impossible 
to use such denatured plutonium 
for bombs.” 

Asserting that he spoke “only 
as an interested physicist,” Fur- 


ry stated that conversion of de-| 


natured plutonium from industrial 
to bomb-making “could be 


done overnight, granting access 


to make it useless for explosive|to the necessary highly special- 


purposes, then there need be little 
fear of the secret manufacture of 
atomic bombs. 

He added that there still is a 
long way to go to make certain 
that it could not be manufactured 
in the original form in which it 
was used in the Nagasaki bomb. 
The ‘understanding of all con- 
cerned, he said, is that once the 
plutonium is “denatured,” it is dif- 
ficult to return it to its original 
qualities. 


Commercial Use of Energy. 

There was a feeling among Sen- 
ators that the reported denaturing 
discovery may open the way for 
commercial use of atomic energy. 

Dr. Edward U. Condon, director 
of the government bureau of 
standards and scientific adviser 
to the atomic committee, 
acknowledged that this was the 
“implication” of the discovery. 

Condon said ways have been 
found to harness nuclear fission 
for industrial purposes, but the 
danger has been, he added, that a 
viant thus turning out atomic pow- 
er might at the same time be mak- 
ing bombs as a by-product. 

Hence, the physicist told a re- 
porter, the problem the new proc- 
ess will solve is that of “traf- 


ized equipment.” 

Furry said that denatured plu- 
tonium could be used for bombs 
“more or less the way denatured 
alcohol can be converted for 
drinking. 

“There might be considerable 
delay in the making,” he ex- 
plained, “but under wartime con- 
ditions and with the equipment 
I think it might be done over- 
night.” 

To Question Acheson Again, 

Acheson did not get to complete 
any explanation he may have in- 
tended to make at yesterday's ses- 
sion, for he was called to a White 
House conference while Senat@rs 
were interrogating him.

They said the detonation in the 
comparatively shallow waters of 
Bikini lagoon would simulate more 
closely an operation against a 
fleet at anchor than the previous- 
ly considered ideas of exploding 
the bomb at or slightly above the 
surface, 

To carry out the plan, it is 
assumed the bomb would be sus- 
pended by cables below a barge 
or landing craft and exploded by 
a time. fuse. Task force officers, 
attempting to arrange the second 
test as near as possible to the 
time of the first explosion, said 


they believed the underwater plan 
would entail no delay. 

The first test, now set for early 
July, is to be an explosion several 
hundred feet above the target 
fleet. The bomb is to be dropped 
by a high-flying B-29. 

The membership of both groups 
of judges for the test was expect- 
ed to be completed today.

Mr. Ploeser Replies 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Following is a copy of a letter ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Aaron Fischer, presi- 
dent of the League of Women Voters 
of St. Louis. This is in response to her 
letter printed in the people’s column as 
of March 7 


Dear Mrs. Fischer: 

IT am quite sure that both of us are 
seeking the same ultimate objectives—- 
world peace, profitable world trade and 
a sound and solvent America. 

In our desire, I am hopeful that we 
will not permit a careless moment to 
cause mis-statements On any subject 
pertaining to the ultimate goal. I have 
in Mind your letter in the Post-Dispatch 
on March 7, wherein you stated that I 
“was quoted as stating that the inter- 
national bankers and the League of 
Women Voters were alone in their sup- 
port” of the British loan. 

I did not make any such statement, 
and from the Associated Press accounts 
which I read, they did not quote any 
such statement. The Post-Dispatch ar- 
ticle stated that two groups are advo- 
cating the loan to Britain under any 
terms. It did not say only two groups. 
I, too, am aware that there are others 
supporting the loan. 

It is important that anyone represent- 
ing a group of citizens on either side of 
such an important issue make the ar- 
guments strictly in accordance with 
fact. You will remember in our corre- 
spondence you stated: “Rejection of the 
loan would mean rejection of the entire 
Anglo-American financial agreement, 
Such action would mean embracing eco- 
nomic isolationism and rejecting inter- 
national co-operation.” 

I replied: “I find no basis for the 
opinion that the rejection of the pro- 
posed loan to Britain would mean rejec- 
tion of any loan to Britain; nor neces- 
sarily a refusal of renewal of Anglo- 
American financial agreements. There 
is certainly no foundation for the opin- 
ion that the rejection of the present 
loan to Britain would mean embracing 
economic isolationism and rejecting in- 
ternational co-operation.” 

Economic isolationism must be de- 
fined as a refusal to do any interna- 
tional business with any nation. Ac- 
cordingly, I cannot accept the belief 
that either you or the membership of 
the league assume such a strange idea. 
Iam sure you will agree with me that 
it is so very important that arguments 
be carefully and accurately made. 

Credit aid to Britain is important—I 
have said that repeatedly. The article 
to which you referred was on that sub- 
ject. The type of loan is of utmost im- 
portance to the American people, and a 
loan should not be made with only 
Britain's welfare in mind. America is 
of first importance to Americans, I con- 
tend that we have every right to expect 
collateralization of a loan to Britain. 
Her repayment-of-loan record with us 
is not good. There are bases in the 
Atlantic which are highly important ito 
the United States defense and which 
are of minor importance to Britain's 
economic future.

The Quandary of Gen. Pick 


Gen. Pick, who is in St. Louis for the conven- 
tion of the Mississippi Valley Association, is a 
man who will have to be dealt with in any com- 
plete account that is ever written about the 
development of the Missouri Valley. 

The author of the Pick plan for the Missouri 
River, and builder of the Ledo road, possesses 
both’charm and ability in exceptional degree. 
He is a tough-minded engineer with dramatic 
vision. He is a driving administrator. He is 
adept at dealing with people and winning them 
to his side. He is a skillful politician. 

It is a pity that, having so much, Gen. Pick 
could not have made his plan as big in spirit as 
this mighty but undeveloped inland empire, one- 
sixth of the nation, the Missouri Valley. 

He saw that the valley’s future called for a 
program bigger than that of the Army Engineers 
or of any other of the agencies assigned to one 
or two isolated phases of river development. 
The development of a river valley in all of its 
phases by a single agency: is the TVA and MVA 
idea. 

Gen. Pick went as far toward it as he could 
go and still stay within the confining limits of 
the authority which Congress has given to the 
Army Engineers—limits which doom the agency 
to concentrating on navigation, flood control and 
power production, and putting them above all 
other phases of valley development, no matter 
how important. We refer to such matters as 
irrigation, soil conservation, power distribution, 
forestation, fertilizer production and distribu- 
tion, industrialization, research. 

Gen. Pick saw that the development of the 
Missouri Valley must rise above those petty limi- 
tations, but he also was realist enough to know 
that the Army Engineers could not do it, for 
Congress has divided the Missouri River. into 
spheres of influence for the Army Engineers, 
the Reclamation Bureau, the Department of 
Agriculture and the Federal Power Commission, 
and has forbidden each to go outside its narrow 
sphere. 

So the General compromised. He drew up a 
prospectus which was the nearest thing to an 
MVA he could imagine so long as he had to 
work under the handicaps imposed by Congress. 

It is a pity Gen. Pick could not have carried 
his prospectus to its logical conclusion. But 
though his vision was bigger than the Corps 
of Engineers, though he struggled to break 
through the artificial limitations which Con- 
gress had imposed upon the bureaucracies, he 
was the prisoner of his own bureau. 

The Pick prospectus is, implicitly, Gen. Pick’s 
own testament that the way of TVA is the best 
way. Obviously, he would rather have an or- 
ganization in charge of the entire program, with- 
out having to bicker and bargain with several 
other co-equal agencies in order to get anything 
done. But the best way was denied him, and 
he chose what he hoped would be the next best 
thing. 

When the final words are written, many years 
hence, about the development of the Missouri 
Valley, about what its possibilities were, and 
how well they were realized, and how far and 
in what regards the accomplishment fell short 
of the opportunity, the historian can hardly fail 
to be fascinated by the figure of Lewis Pick. 

Here is a man of vision, a man beset with 
the desire to bring the vision to reality and 
possessing rare and rich talents for doing so— 
and yet he is hemmed in by the arbitrary limi- 
tations of the agency of which he is a part. 
His ability to give equal weight to equal values 
has been distorted by a lifetime in which he has 
been compelled to give unequal weight to those 
particular values which are entrusted to his 
agency. 

In the long perspective of history, this man 
will be compelling somewhat in the way that 
Wendell Willkie is compelling, because he had 
great and restless abilities which his country 
needed but which it could not assimilate in the 
time and under the circumstances’in which they 
were presented. 

If he were not prejudiced by the habit of years 
for those activities which his agency embraces, 
and against those which it does not, and if he 
were not hobbled to an agency that is too nar- 
row in the scope of its interests for the job to 
be done, what a bold and brilliant administra- 
tion of the Missouri Valley might not have been 
performed by this fine engineer who even in 
the steaming Burmese jungles drew maps of the 
Missouri River and dreamed over them! 

But Lewis Pick is not himself alone. He {fs 
a habit of mind—he is a statutory prejudice, 
created by Act of Congress. He is a loyalty— 
to an agency which, so far as the development 
of the Missouri Valley is concerned, is inade- 
quate. 

If it were not for these things, it is easy to 
imagine that Gen. Pick would be the spearhead 
of the campaign for MVA. And none has rea- 
son to know better than Pick, struggling with 
a cumbersome, quarrelsome agglomeration of 
agencies, that the mechanism for really doing 
the job is an independent regional corporation 
of the Federal Government.

College Without Degrees 

The mysteries of Russian elections, we sug- 
gested on this page recently, and the technicality 
of Stalin’s resigning and being immediately re- 
appointed, are no more mystifying than the 
American electoral college. On second thought, 
we think maybe that underrates the electoral 
college, 

The electoral college does have at least one 
purpose. It introduces the interesting hazard 
that American democracy will become the 
world’s jest by electing a President with a small- 
er popular vote than his defeated opponent, and 
this has happened on two occasions. It also has 
a potentiality, if anyone can bring it off, of play- 
ing a joke on the voters by having the electors 
name a man named Byrd instead of the man 
named Roosevelt they thought they were voting 
for. That was tried, remember, in Texas in °44, 
and threatened in Mississippi and one or two 
other states. 

The electoral college also has some of the qual- 
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ity of delightful, because useless, luxury. It is, 
if one please, a pleasant sin of inertia, a ritual 
pursued because it is a ritual with no conceiv- 
able purpose except as ritual. Some of us still 
think it is full of potential devilment. To any 
who may think otherwise, however, we also com- 
mend it as the nearly perfect game for politicians 
in search of an adversary which hardly com- 
mands any votes at all. 
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More Light From Baruch 


Bernard Baruch’s lucidity and mental vigor are 
once again shown by his testimony on reconver- 
sion problems, His theme is production, the true 
preventive of inflation, which he calls ‘‘the most 
destructive of the consequences of war... ex- 
cept for human slaughter and maiming and all 
that goes with them.” 

Mr. Baruch’s central contention is that strong 
Federal economic management is as direly 
needed in reconversion as in shooting war itself 
—needed even more, since “the race of selfish- 
ness is on full-tilt.” Hence a great exponent 
of free enterprise who means it, while the NAM 
and farm and Lewis blocs give it divided allegi- 
ance, joins the CED’s economists on behalf of 
continued price and wage controls. 

But, he hastens to add, the administrators must 
favor production above abstract line-holding. 
Then a rebuke for the Administration: prices 
cannot be held unless wages are held, policy 
cannot run both ways simultaneously. Congress 
should repent its excessive haste in tax-slashing. 
The Government should finance in the least in- 
flationary ways; it should pursue the greatest 
possible economy the situation will support. 
Turn loose excessive military hoards of scarce 
goods, and do it faster. 

Mr. Baruch would also outlaw strikes and lock- 
outs for a year, giving over the adjudication of 
disputes to the Government. Logic supports him. 
Stern Federal control now would pull our dis- 
astrous slackness together and speed the full re- 
turn of accustomed economic freedom. But such 
a totality of control, contrary to his sound ad- 
vice, was not established during the war, and 
it has even less chance today. Next best, there- 
fore, is to marshal administrative firmness and 
the force of public opinion for the present wage- 
price policy and against all inflationary attack. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Baruch continues his op- 
position to foreign loans—particularly the one to 
Britain. He objects that they increase demands 
when we are ill prepared to supply them. But 
we actually can supply many things Britain and 
others sorely need without stinting ourselves— 
machine tools, for example, and some kinds of 
heavy machinery. And his canvas is too small: 
our hopes of commerce and peace are so tied up 
with Britain’s come-back and return to free- 
trade principles that we can well afford to stint 
ourselves within moderation, even as we should 
ration our food to feed the starving. 

These exceptions taken, however, we had best 
follow the prophet whose reputation and self- 
evidence alike sustain him. For, indeed,

own needs. ... We must steady ourselves in 
these emotional sweeps and keep our heads 
or the ship of democracy will wallow in this 
sea of confusion, spring a leak and disinte- 
grate.

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The Cadi s Share 


It is not too much for St. Louls County vet- 
erans to expect that “legal difficulties” will be 
overcome promptly, and the county will make 
its modest contribution toward the support of 
the Veterans’ Service Center in the Civil Courts 
Building. This center serves veterans from the 
county and the city alike. 

The city and the War Chest already have 
pledged their share. Presiding Judge Luman F. 
Matthews has suggested that so long as County 
Counselor Erwin F. Vetter holds to the opinion 
that a direct financial contribution by the coun- 
ty is not legal, the county instead should pay 


‘the salaries of workers at the center, up to the 


amount set as the county’s share. 

Mr. Vetter now has &an opportunity to go be- 
yond the pious words of his last legal opinion— 
which stated that the center was a “worthy 
project”—and find a way to help make it an 
adequately functioning project, as well.

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Good Use for the River Front 


A deal for the use of the empty spaces on the 
central river front has been made between the 
city and the National Park Service, with the ap- 
proval of the Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial Committee. This deal represents plain 
horse sense. The downtown section is badly in 
need of parking space and the river front can 
provide it. It is already being used by Public 
Service Co, busses. 

Under terms of the contract, fees must be 
charged commensurate with those in effect in 
private parking lots, so tentative plans call for 
a charge of 25 cents a day. Also, present plans 
provide for parking of about 500 cars, though 
this could be greatly increased, since the entire 
area of the Jefferson Memorial may be used. 

Although the contract is revocable at any 
time, the chances are it will be effective for 
many months, if not years, since plans for the 
ultimate memorial are not even in the blueprint 
stage, and will require appropriation of funds 
by Congress of which there is yet no sign. The 
additional parking space will compensate for 
that which is to be lost in the city’s new speed- 
up traffic plan for the downtown district. 

Meantime, the city should consider permanent 
provisions for convenient parking in the down- 
town section, including the proposal that has 
been made to build a huge underground parking 
place at the central river front.

A thorough investigation of the lobbyists 
now “infesting” Washington is_ sorely 
needed, 


Speaker Rayburn has called attention to 
the activities of utility interests against the 
rural electrification and public power pro- 
grams. The strength and ubiquity of an 
enormous lobby which is fighting price 
control are demonstrated every day. Repre- 
sentative Sabath, in demanding an investi- 
gation, cited the most glaring recent tri- 
umph of pressure tactics—the virtual de- 
feat of the veterans’ housing program at 
the hands of real estate and building inter- 
ests. 


For all these reasons and many more, the 
middlemen of legislative influence should 
be exposed. 


The lobbyist is an ancient and probably 
inseparable barnacle on democratic govern- 
ment. Nobody expects that attempts to in- 
fluence the course of legislation can or 
should be eliminated. But when extrava- 
gantly financed, elaborately organized pres- 
sure is exerted upon Congress by special 
interests which admittedly respond to pri- 
vate rather than public motives, then Con- 
gress and the public are entitled at least 
to a full airing of their activities. 


A Lobby Against the Public 


In the case of the veterans’ housing pro- 
gram, no measure of this session had more 
genuine public support behind it. A For- 
tune survey of public opinion shows that 81 
per cent of the people want rent ceilings 
maintained, 63 per cent want ceiling prices 
kept on building materials, 75 per cent 
want the Government to channel materials 
into low-cost residential construction, and 
—most striking of all—48 per cent want the 
Government to embark on a large-scale 
home-building program, 


Mr. Wyatt proposes very little direct Gov- 
ernment enterprise. He would leave most 
construction to private builders, with Gov- 
ernment providing the incentives and mech- 
anisms needed to shift their energies into 
high gear. 


That so many people favor direct and 
positive Government action amply justifies 
the Fortune survey's conclusion that “the 
people seem to be in a mood to put over- 
whelming political pressure behind legis- 
lation that would implement Mr. Wyatt's 
program.” 


To Smoke Out Lobbyists ‘ 


Despite this preponderance of public sup- 
port, the House cut one vital section after 
another out of the program. The explana- 
tion is that the real estate lobby could or- 
ganize its opposition and bring it directly 
to bear upon individual Congressmen. The 
public wielded only diffused, indecisive 
influence, 


The purpose of an investigation would 
be to smoke out the lobbyists, show who 
pays their bills, reveal their methods of 
operation and lay bare the motives of their 
obstructionism. 


For example, one wing of the anti-hous- 
ing lobby is headed by the Producers’ Coun- 
cil, which claims to represent manufactur- 
ers of materials. Who actually supports 
this organization? Why? What is their pur- 
pose in fighting the program—to forestall 
competition from small producers, to keep 
the construction field safe for non-residen- 
tial builders, or what? 


Congress is entitled to ask such questions 
of every lobby now operating in Washing- 
ton. When the questions are asked and 
the answers spread on the public record, 
the power of the lobbies will be seen to 
have undergone a sharp decline. 


Tragedy of the Hungry Children

Recent dispatches from Europe continue 
the heart-rending story of hunger. The 
situation has improved, but it remains 
grave, sO grave that the soul is stirred in 
deepest sympathy, 


The most pitiably pathetic sufferers are 
the children. Three out of seven infants 
born in Berlin die. More than 1,000,000 
children on the Continent do not even 
know their names. Another 2,000,000 do 
not know where their parents are. At one 
time, 3,000,000 were roaming homeless, liv- 
ing in gutters, barefoot in snow, prayer- 
fully begging that a benevolent hand from 
somewhere sustain their withered bodies. 


Before the war, there were 185,000 Jew- 
ish children in Vienna. Early in Febru- 
ary of this year, only 127 were left and a 
fourth of them had tuberculosis. For them 
a meal of dried peas and soup is a luxury. 


In all of Europe, 140,000,000 persons will 
have to subsist on less than 2000 calories 
a day, about 1300 under the American aver- 
age. In this country, we are expecting a 
per capita meat consumption of 150 pounds 


this year: in Southern France, the ration 
for school children is one ounce a week, 
or a little over three pounds a year. 


We cannot remain indifferent. We are 
not asked to feed the world, but tighten 
just a little on our abundance and as in- 
dividuals give generously to agencies that 
can administer some relief. This is no 
time to quibble over the color of bread 
when millions are begging for a crumb, It 
is war; war against suffering, war against 
hunger in which the souls of millions cry 
for mercy. 


NO MILITARY ALLIANCES

Basis of Russian Policies 
Seen as Need for Security 


“Soviet Politics at Home and Abroad,” by Frederick 
I.. Schuman, (Alfred A. Knopf, New York.) 
“What,” the statesmen of the Western 

Allies are asking, “is Russia up to now?” 


Frederick Schuman, a close student of So- 


viet affairs, cannot tell exactly what Rus- 
sia is up to, but he has no doubts as to 
why its postwar policies have taken their 
present turn. His large book gives the his- 
tory and background of Russian politics, 
domestic and international, in some detail. 
The result is a clearer comprehension for 
the reader of what Russia needs and wants, 
if not a justification of its methods.. 

Mr. Schuman, professor of government at 
Williams College, is not so much pro-Soviet 
as pro-understanding of Soviet problems, 
and pro-unity among the major Allies. 
Though he is friendly to Russia, he by no 
means follows the Communist party line. 
Rather, he writes a balanced if not always 
objective history of Russia since the Revo- 
lution and before, with approval and criti- 
cism, now of Stalinist methods, now of 
Trotskyism, again of the democracies. 

* * . 


The dominant motive in Russia's behav- 
ior, by his analysis, is the insistence on se- 
curity, an insistence made keener from 
time to time by the assaults of capitalist 
powers, or the Soviet fear of such assaults. 
He quotes Lenin: “There is no more er- 
roneous or harmful idea than that of sep- 
aration of foreign and domestic policies.” 
This would be true for non-Communist as 
well as Communist countries, but it has 
been strikingly demonstrated in Russia. 
The five-year plans, the purges, the chang- 
ing status of the Comintern—all have in- 
teracted on policy at home and abroad. 

Conversely, the actions of other countries 
have had their effect on Russia’s domestic 
policies. Mr, Schuman goes so far as to 
explain the excesses of the Soviet dictator- 


ship as a reaction to the Allied interven- 


tion of 1919-20. Less debatable is his 
demonstration that it was British-French 
diplomatic chicanery, including the Munich 
deal, that led to the Ribbentrop-Molotov 
pact, entered by Russia as an expedient to 
gain time to prepare for the Nazi attack 
it considered inevitable, 
* * * 

As for current problems, Mr. Schuman 
thinks it would be fatal to rely on “West- 
ern blocs” or “Soviet blocs” or “Anglo- 
American unions” for their solution. He 
sees as inevitable a merger of Slav inter- 
ests, as in the Balkans, but he warns that 
an effort to Bolshevize Central Europe 
would mean tragedy. He urges joint trus- 
teeships for intermediate regions, and a 
more hospitable attitude by Russia toward 
foreign visitors. Emphasizing super-power 
unity more than reliance on UNO for the 
immediate future, the writer does see “the 
co-operative building of security” as the 
ultimate test for all states in their mutual 
desire to survive in the Atomic Age. 

Few readers will agree with every word 
he writes, and some will quarrel with nu- 
merous of his interpretations. Mr. Schu- 
man nevertheless has produced a thought- 
ful book that will bring new enlighten- 
ment to many, and a better basis for judg- 
ment of the Russian course in world af- 
fairs. FERD GOTTLIEB.

F the airplanes run on schedule, I shall be arriving in Germany 
just about when this article is published. For several weeks while ‘Fourteen to Debark Thursday 
traveling there and in the neighboring countries I shall not be | 
writing—never having learned, though I have always envied those | 


who have, the art of shooting from the hip. 


From a hurried tour of this sort 
no one must expect, it seems to 
me, to bring back new truth, much 
less the whole truth. 


Certainly I shall not suppose 
that I am a one-man Gallup poll 
and shall know just what per- 
‘centage of the people of each 
country think what on all 
great issues of the day. 

Even after talking with two 
cabinet ministers, a general, a 
labor leader, a banker and five 
waiters in each country, I do not 
expect to have an accurate pic- 
ture of public opinion. 

Yet if, for example, one is in- 
terested in mountain climbing but 
cannot climb the mountains, it js 
better than nothing to have looked 
up at them from the valley below. 
It is a little easier to understand 
what men are meaning to say who 
have actually tried to climb them. 


Food for the Hungry. 


When anyone who writes regu- 
larly, indeed chronically, stops 
writing, he usually goes on for a 
while imagining the articles he 
would have written if he had not 
stopped. 

For silence is also a habit which 
like other good habits has to be 
acquired with effort. For my own 
part I can now think of half a 
dozen articles which I meant to 
write before leaving. 

First and foremost would have 
been one arguing as urgently. as 
possible that, with all the fervor 
and insistence that we ever put 
into any national campaign, we 
organize every American commu- 
nity to save more food than is 
comfortable and to export more of 
it to the hungry than we can con- 
veniently spare. 

Here is a cause which is good 
and great under every flag, politi- 
cal system and ideology, and tran- 
scends them all. It is a cause, 
moreover, in which if we fail to 
respond, we shall not easily be 
able to forgive ourselves. 


Loans to Europe. 


Next, I should like to have 
argued not only for the prompt 
ratification of the British loan but 
for the development of a program 
of credits, conceived not as a 
banking transaction, but as an act 
of high policy, for France. 

The only real question about all 
these credits is to arrange them 
in such a way that they do not 
nullify themselves by adding to 
the inflationary pressure on our 
markets. 

But that can be arranged if 
the use of the credits is properly 
spaced over a sufficient period of 
time, and carefully controlled and 
allocated and adjusted to the sup- 
ply of goods. 

This would have led to a discus- 
sion of our own domestic problems 
of regulating tthe transition from 


the war economy to free markets. 
The argument has been best pre- 


sented, so it seems to me, by 
Seymour Harris of Harvard Uni- 
versity in a communication pub- 
lished by the Washington Post 
on March 19,

Association Meeting Speaker, 
Says Habit Shortens Life. 


Overeating may be a more seri- 
ous problem in this country than 
undernourishment, Dr. Anton J. 
Carlson, University of Chicago 
physiologist, said on his arrival 
here today to attend the meeting 
of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, 

Dr. Carlson, retiring president 
of the association, said overeat- 
ing shortens the life of even the 
average, healthy person. Report- 


ing on four years of research in 
nutrition problems, he said white 
rats which did not get as much 
food as they could eat lived long- 
er than those which got as much 
as they wanted. Rats which got 
food only every other day through- 
out their lifetime outlived not only 
those which ate all they wanted, 
but rats which fasted only every 
third or fourth day. 

Cancer was less frequent in the 
fasting group, and started later 
in life, he added. 

“I don’t think maf 
mentally different,” he said. 
“When there is no struggle for 
food, one gets fat and soft, and 
life is shortened.” 

Experiments on Rats. 

Rats fed on a diet of whole 
calf, an example of good animal 
diet, grew to record size, Dr. 
Carlson continued, but another 
group fed on an all-vegetable diet 
did very well only in the first 
generation. Rats in this latter 
group did “fairly well” in the 
second generation, and in the 
third generation “went out’—that 
is, proved unable to breed or 
raise the young. 

Dr. Carlson, who is 71 years old, 
Claims he has never worked as 
hard as he has since he “retired” 
six years ago. A tall man with 
blue eyes and white hair, who 
speaks with a Swedish accent, he 
puffs on a Missouri corncob pipe 
and looks more like a woodsman 
than one of America’s foremost 
scientists.

“While there are in the world 
today those who swear that the 
flame of war crackles under the 
ashes, one who is the head of a 
great political power affirms that 
only the flame of peace must be 
fed. That is Christian,” the news- 
paper said. 

L’Osservatore noted “there are 
those who question” Stalin's mo- 
tives in making the statement, and 
added “this is less Christian. “It 
said there was implicit in his 
statement a denial that the Sov- 
iet Union had any designs on 
world peace, which, it said, “has 
been insinuated so many times 
by those political tendencies and 
forces which prophesy war and 
predict it is near.” 

Moreover, the newspaper con- 
tiued, Stalin’s avowal points to a 
reaction against war which, with 
the United Nations organization, 
may “create an atmosphere for 
universal peace and_ security 
wherein both might live and 
breathe better than through any 
official organization.”

Says Idle Funds, Combined 


With Scarcity of Goods May 
Lead to Inflation. 


The increase in the average size 
of savings accounts May present 
a serious inflationary threat un- 
less American industries get dur- 
able goods on the markets in a 
short time, Charles S. Garland 
of Baltimore, president of the In- 
vestment Bankers’ A'ssociation of 
America, told the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday. Garland was in St.

“As long as durable goods re- 
mains scarce, accumulated  sur- 
pluses are a hazard,” he said. “If 
people feel they may not be able 
to get an automobile or a refriger- 
ator for some time, they may bid 
the price up as long as they have 
the money on hand. That’s in- 
flation. If the people know the 
goous will be available in a month 
or two, they won't pay more than 
the goods are worth, and inflation 
will be stopped before it starts.” 
Tied in with the increased sav- 
ings are increased earnings, he 
continued. As long as durable 
goods are available, he _ said. 
larger earnings merely mean a 
more extended stable economy.

ferson City by John A. Davis, Ne- 
gro, Republican committeeman 
from the Eighteenth Ward. 

In view of the fact that no im- 
mediate stop order was asked, the 
case is expected to come before 
the Supreme Court at its next 
regular session, April 8, for con- 
sideration as to whether a pro- 
visional writ of prohibition will 
be issued. It would be hetrd on its 
merits at a later date. 

The action brought by Davis in 
behalf of himself “and all other 
citizens, electors and voters sim- 
ilarly situated,” asked for an order 
of the court, prohibiting the 
election board from receiving fur- 
ther declarations of candidates 
and from conducting the primary 
and general elections for the of- 
fice of State Senator in the city 
in accordance with the new sena- 
torial districts laid out by the 
board. 


Davis alleged the board divided 
the Negro population of the city 
among the seven districts so as 
to “entirely destroy the group vot- 
ing influence” of the 93,075 Ne- 
groes in the city. 

Henry A. Hamilton, secretary 
of the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, speaking for the board in 
the abgence from the city of 
Chairman Frank L. Ramiacciotti, 
denied the charges of gerry- 
mander and said: “No thought of 
any such effect was entertained 
by the board. The districts were 
laid out in a manner which was 
believed to be to the best interests 
of the general public.” 

If the State Supreme Court 
grants a writ of prohibition 
against the election board, the 
election of state senators in the 
even-numbered districts inthe city 
this year would be conducted on 
a city-wide basis, Alroy S. Phillips, 
attorney for Davis, said. Respec- 
tive party nominees will be chosen 
at the August 6 primary election. 
The general election will be held 
Nov. 5.

BILL AUTHORIZING BUILDING 
OF HEALTH CENTERS SIGNED 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 26— 
Gov. Donnelly yesterday signed a 
county health eenter bill under 
which a county, or a group 
of counties, could issue bonds for 
a health center, if approved in a 
special election, and levy a tax of 
10 cents or less on the $100 as- 
sessed valuation of property, for 
retiring the bonds and operating 
the center. 

The hill provides that each 
school of healing recognized and 
licensed by the state shall have 
equal rights in such a center. The 
bill originally was sponsored by 
Representative Ira Hyde of Tren- 
ton, who died last Feb. 23.

SHANGHAI, March 25. 


HIS department would like to go on record 

T vie almost unqualified approval of the 

Chinese system for conducting a fight, which 

is not unlike the technique employed by Chicdgo 
taxi drivers. 

What I like about 
the Chinese method 
is the almost sure- 
fire guarantee that 
nobody will get 
hurt except in the 
self-esteem. If we 
could adopt this 
procedure on a 
worldwide basis, we 
could then toss 
away both the 
U.N.O. and the 
atomic bomb and 
never miss them, 

You can witness 
the Chinese system 

' in operation on al- 
most any street corner, probably because the 
Chinese, having perfected a way to fight with- 
out mayhem, dearly love to fight. 


Two rickshas collide in the cacophonic turmoil 
at Szechuan and Nanking roads. Instantly the 
coolies drop the shafts, allowing the customers 
to spill out and continue their journey afoot, if 
they desire to continue. The coolies charge one 
another, roaring fearful maledictions.

“You blind descendant of a long line of pigs 
without morals!” one screams as he skids to a 
halt with outthrust chin an eighth of an inch 
from the other’s outthrust chin. 


“You big, barefooted slob, you awkward off- 
spring of baboons, why don’t you look where 
you're going?” screeches the second. 
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IN CHINA IT is better to concentrate cursing 
on a man’s ancestors rather than his corporeal 
self. Being a modest people, the Chinese are 
generally aware of their own shortcomings, but 
they hold their ancestors in great veneration. 


“Only a mother of scant virtue could beget 
such a dirty-faced criminal as you,” the first 
one avows. 

“My grandfather in his dotage could have 
licked the whole panoply of your evil and mal- 
formed ancestors,” the second howls, 


Chinese crowds appreciate colorful profanity 
and respect virtuosity of delivery. Soon a size- 
able throng with its hands tucked into i 
sleeves quickly surrounds the combatants. This, 
moreover, is an indispensable part of the sys- 
tem, as will be seen. 

The battling coolies scale great heights of 
bitter blasphemy and include the spectators as 
passive participants. After all, the onlookers 
are devoting presumably valuable time to the 
proceedings and it is only politeness that they 
should be invited to share them. 
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“WITNESS THAT the criminal negligence of 
this diseased offspring of thieves and cripples 
has wrecked my ricksha,” one yeils passionately 
to the crowd, pointing at a scratched fender. 


“The world will thank me if I tear him to bits 
and cast the shreds in Soochow creek—for even 
the crows would scorn such ignoble carrion,” 
the other bellows. 

“Your mother——” screams one. 

“Your father——” bellows the second. 

About this time, they back off out of range 
and start swinging whistling haymakers that 
collide with nothing but air, This is the climax 
and point where the system comes to fruition. 


The crowd surges in from all sides and pulls 
the battlers apart before either can land a punch.

HEWN apples reach the ripe old 
Wee of six to seven months 

which they are at this season 
of the year, they need a lift in 
When neatly sectioned grapefruit 
is just the fruit to do the job, 
When neatly sectioned gragefruit 
is cut into dice and added to the 
typical Waldorf salad mixture a 
zip ‘is contributed which is most 
welcome at any season of the 
year and especially right now at 
the dawn of spring. For variety 
in shapes cut the celery into juli- 
enne strips, the apple in dice, and 
break the nuts.

If you happen to be one of those 
people with a vegetable market 
that handles paschal celery, then 
you can have the most beautiful 
as well as the most edible Wal- 
dorf that anyone can make. Re- 
member too that if your family 
does not like mayonnaise on its 
salad, then use a French dressing 
without onion, or garlic and you 
can make your own dressing in- 
stead of buying it. Use lemon 
juice or at least part lemon juice 
instead of all vinegar when your 
plans are for fruit salad, Someone 
may tell you that a true Waldorf 
never, never is made with French 
dressing. Well, if your family 
likes all the things that go into 
this famous salad except the may- 
onnaise, then there is no law to 
prevent you from proceeding.

Grapefruit Waldorf Salad, 

One medium pink grapefruit 
(one and one-half pounds), one red 
apple, diced, not peeled; one 
fourth cup walnuts, chopped, one- 
half cup chopped celery, one- 
fourth cup mayonnaise, one-fourth 
teaspoon sugar, one-fourth cup 
whipping cream, whipped, few 
grains salt, 

Peel, then section grapefruit in- 
to a bowl, Combine with diced 
apples, (The juice from the grape- 
fruit will prevent the apples from 
turning dark.) Add the chopped 
walnuts and celery. Combine sugar 
and salt with mayonnaise, fold in 
whipping cream. Pour this mix- 
ture over ingredients in bowl and 
toss lightly to coat ingredients 
with dressing. Serve on crisp let- 
tuce leaves, Four servings,

Horseradish Sauce 

One tablespoon flour, two table- 
spoons meat stock, two egg yolks, 
well beaten, one cup sour cream, 
salt, pepper, few grains nutmeg, 
two tablespoons sweet butter, two 
tablespoons horseradish. 

Dissolve flour in meat stock. 
With rotary beater beat in two 
well-beaten o68 yolks, and beat 
until mixture is smooth. Stir in 
one cup cold thick sour cream, 
season the mixture with salt, pep- 
per and nutmeg to taste. Blend 
thoroughly by beating further 
with rotary beater. Then, and only 
then, cook mixture over a gentle 
flame, stirring constantly, until 
sauce is thick and  »perfectly 
smooth.

CANNOT help being amused by 
| tre excitement over Secretary 

of Commerce Wallace's speech 
at the Jackson day dinner, I may 
be wrong, but it seems to me 
that the doctrine he is preaching 
has always been accepted by any 
member of any political party who 
held office. How could there be 
any effective party organization if 
those holding office did not sub- 
scribe to certain principles and 
to a party platform which has to 
be implemented by the passage of 
certain bills in order to carry out 


‘the program? 


This does not mean that any- 
one becomes a siave. It simply 
means that, when you play on a 
team, you accept certain things as 
a member of that team. If cer- 
tain objectives have been decided 
upon, you take direction to achieve 
them. 

IF YOU DON’T want to be on 
a team, but want to play a lone 
hand, then you must run for office 
as an independent and must ac- 
cept the fact that, as an independ- 
ent, you will have no organized 
support. If every member of a 
team insisted on his right to play 
the game in his own particular 
way, the chances are that the 
game would be lost. But, of course, 
if you find at any time that the 
team you have chosen to play with 
is no longer to your liking, you 
can always resign. 

I don’t think Mr, Wallace meant 
anything different from this, and 
surely this is no new doctrine but 
a very old one—one to which al- 
most all political leaders have al- 
ways subscribed, 


YESTERDAY AFTERNOON, I 
drove out to the Junior Auxillary 
Jewish Home for the Aged. This 
home is for both men and women. 
They have a gmall hospital, a 
charming dining room and audito- 
rium, a small synagogue, and 
pleasant living quarters. 

The old Jewish people there 
seem to spend most of their time 


in prayer, and so it was fitting 
that they should hold their short 
but moving ceremonies of welcome 
to me in their synagogue. In these 
ceremonies, they remembered my 
husband as their friend and pre- 
sented me with a gift which will 
always have value because of the 
sentiment attached to it. 

I could not help being thankful 
that, in this country, these old 
people could find a sanctuary in 
their declining years. A happy 
contrast to the sad old people that 
I saw in a Jewish refugee camp in 
Germany. 

LATER in the afternoon, I saw 
Dr. Temple, who told me some- 
thing of the successful program 
of the Los Angeles Health Associ- 
ation. They are hoping that the 
methods that have been s0 suc- 
cessful here may spread to other 
cities. They have inaugurated a 
“Prevention of Disease Week,” 
and they have made the fight 
against disease on the basis that 
it knows no racial] or religious 
barriers and therefore must be 
fought by all the people of the 
community on equal terms, 

This morning, before boarding 
a plane for San Francisco, we are 
to visit the U.S.0. “Troops in 
Transit Lounge” at the air term- 
inal, They operate on a 24-hour 
basis, seven days a week, with 
volunteers who look after seryice 
men, veterans, and their families. 
I am delighted that this service 
still continues because, in many 
cases, it is more needed now than 
it was when there were more or- 
ganizations in the field to be of 
service to men in uniform and 
to their families,

How to Conserve Wheat in Your Kitchen 


This Saving Is in Line With U.S. Government's Effort to Feed Starving Peoples

UR government is asking the 
() housekeepers to co-operate in 

furthering a plan to feed the 
starving people of other countries. 
Citizens are asked to use a maxi- 
mum of certain foods that are 
currently plentiful, a minimum of 
those that will be scarce, and to 
economize wherever possible. This 
watchfulness will enable us to 
share our abundance of food 
with those who have not enough 
of anything. 

Three articles outlining the 
Government plan on wheat con- 
servation, fat conservation and the 
use of leftover food will appear 
in this Magazine. Today’s article 
deals with wheat conservation. 

The new emergency flour is a 
utility flour. It is not the all- 
purpose flour we have known 
heretofore. Since it is the only 
kind that may be produced dur- 
ing the food emergency it must 
serve all purposes, It has an “off- 
white” color. 

It is used just like enriched 
flour and it has the same thick- 
ening power. Most-of the new 
flour will be enriched, 


It has performed acceptably in 
most baking and cooking tests. 
Quite good two-egg cakes, choco- 
late cakes, and other favorites 
may be made with it, but there 
are a few rules that must be ob- 
served, 

1. Buy the new flour in small 
quantities. It will not keep so well 
as white flour. 

2. When making quick breads 
put them together with the least 
possible stirring and mixing. The 
rule for quick breads, “Mix only 
until the flour is moistened,” is 
double important when using 
emergency flour. 

3. When making yeast breads, 
handle batters and doughs lightly, 
especially after they have rigen 
once. Avoid letting them get too 
light or rise too long. Let them 
rise until they are just doubled, 
but not more than doubled. : 

A general use of the following 
grains is recommended. Substitute 
for wheat flour wherever possible 
barley, buckwheat, cornmeal, corn- 
starch, crumbs, hominy, oatmeal, 
tapioca, potato and soyg flour. 

The greatest part of our wheat 
consumption is in the form of 
breadstuffs, so they make a good 
starting point. 

Bakeries offer a variety of 
breads using other grains and 
cereals in combination with wheat 
flour. Many of these breads are 
a better nutritional buy as well as 
having an added taste-interest. 
Try commercial oat meal bread 
(it makes marvelous toast), soya 
bread, Boston brown bread as well 
as the great choice of rye breads. 
Don’t forget the soy and rye 
crackers, either. 

Poor storage accounts for much 
loss of bread. If your family is 
small, try keeping bread in the 
refrigerator. If you use a bread- 
box, scald it frequently so that 
molds cannot develop and inspect 
the contents daily. How the bread 
is sliced is also important. sSome

large bakeries put out a thin- 
sliced bread which many people 
prefer for toast and sandwiches. 

If you slice your own bread, 
cut it into thinner slices than 
before. Confirmed bread eaters 
eat about the same number of 
slices per meal regardless of the 
thickness. (The psychological ef- 
fect seems to be the same.) 

Cut only as much bread as you 
think you will want for a meal. 
Persuade your family to eat the 
crusts of bread. If that is impos- 
sible, save and,dry the crusts for 
crumbs. When _ possible, serve 
open-faced sandwiches.

There are several ways to re- 
vive and use slightly stale bread. 
Let cold water run over French, 
Italian and Vienna (cream) bread, 
or over hard rolls for a second, 
then place in a moderate oven 
till crisp again, Cool the breads 
before slicing them. 

Another way is to put bread or 
rolls in a paper ‘bag, close the 
bag and place it in a hot oven 
(450 degrees) for five minutes; 
or put bread or rolls in a hot 
covered double-boiler over boiling 
water for about the same length

of time. If the bread is old it 
may be sprinkled lightly with 
water before it is heated. 

Left-over muffins, biscuits or 
corn bread or yeast rolls may be 
split and toasted. Coffee cakes 
and sweet rolls may be heated for 
a short while without sprinkling. 

Bread that is too dry to use 
“as is” but not too hard to slice 
neatly may be sliced one-half inch 
thick, spread with fat, then cut 
into cubes to make croutons for 
soup. They may be toasted light- 
ly in a moderate oven, or browned 
in a little butter or well-flavored 
drippings ina skillet. Rye bread 
croutons are also good, (Fine 
bait for reluctant soup eaters.) 
Or you may slice and toast the 
bread, sprinkle it with grated 
cheese, and float it on bowls of 
onion and vegetable soup. 

Don’t forget French toast (the 
French call it “lost bread”) which 
may be served for breakfast or 
lunch. 


French Toast. 

Beat slightly two eggs. Add one-half tea- 
spoon salt, two-thirds cup milk. Dip in this 
mixture six slices of bread. Brown the bread 
on each side on a hot, well-buttered griddle. 
Serve it hot, sprinkled with sugar and cinna- 
mon. Garnish the toast with Pright red jelly. 

rench Tomato Toast. 

Beat until light, two eas, one-half teaspoon 


salt, one-fourth teaspoon paprika, one-half cup 
condensed tomato soup. Dip in this six slices 
of bread. Saute the slices in hot butter or 
dripplings. When a good brown serve them 
with cheese sauce, minced parsley or chives. 

Stale cake and cookie crumbs 
(or the crumbs of an unsuccessful 
cake) make a fine addition to 
baked custard. Pour the scalded 
milk over the crumbs. When they 
are well soaked 
eggs, sugar (less needed) and fla- 
voring, and bake as usual. 

Even very dry bread may be 
used in meat loaves and stuffings. 
Break the bread up into pieces 
and place them in a bowl. Pour 
over them milk, vegetable or meat 
stock, bouillon cubes dissolved in 
water or, as a last extremity, plain 
water. If the liquid is warm it will 
soften the bread more readily. 
Squeeze out the excess liquid, 
if any.

To make bread crumbs, place 
stale bread (crusts, too) in a 
slow (250-degree) oven. When it 
is very dry crush it with a rolling 
pin or grind it in a meat grinder, 
using the medium fine blade. Sift 
the crumbs, using the finer ones 
for breading oysters, cutlets, cro- 
quettes, etc. The coarser’ ones 
may be used for toppings for

Keep 
the crumbs in covered jars. 

Fish may be rolled in cornmeal 
instead of in flour. 

Toppings for casserole dishes 
may be made of crushed cereal 
flakes. , 

BREAD CRUMB GRIDDLE CAKES, 

Prepare by rolling and sifting: 1 cup dry 
bread crumbs, scald 114 cups milk. Add and 
melt: 2 tablespoons butter. Pour these in- 
gredients over the crumbs. Beat until light 
*2 eggs. Add them to the crumb mixture. Sift 

measuring % cup bread flour. Resift 
teaspoon salt, 4 teaspoons baking 
Add the sifted ingredients to the 
. Stir it until they are blended. Bake 
the cakes on a hot griddle. 

*The eggs may be separated. beaten and 
the whites folded into the batter later. A 
good sweet cake may be made by adding 2 
tablespoonfuls of brown sugar and % teaspoon- 
ful cinnamon, 

An increased use of cooked 
cereals, especially oatmeal, corn- 
meal and hominy grits, will result 
in wheat conservation. A good 
serving of well-cooked cereal for 
breakfast will cut down on the 
consumption of toast. Your fam- 
ily will take more kindly to ce- 
reals cooked in a double-boiler. 
They are vastly superior. The 
cereal may be made at night while 
you are doing the dinner dishes 
and then reheated for breakfast. 
Make more than you will need 
for breakfast. The surplus may 
be stored in a covered container 
(to avoid a crust) in the refrig- 
erator. 


Cornmeal mush or hominy grits 
may be used for fried mush. This 
is the American version of the 
useful Italian polenta which serves 
frequently as a main dish. It is 
delicious with tomato sauce, gravy, 
stewed mushrooms or a creamed 
vegetable. 

Scrapple is made with fresh 
meat cooked with the mush or 
cooked meat added to the hot 
mush. A good proportion is one 
to two cupfuls of meat to one 
cupful of cornmeal. 

When making griddle cakes, pan- 
cakes, waffles or muffins, use 
cornmeal, cooked cereal, leftover 
rice or buckwheat with only small 
amounts of wheat flour added. 

Rice Corn Muffins. 

Twelve two-and-a-half-inch flourtess muffins. 
Combine and stir one and one-eighth cups 
edoked rice, one cup yellow corn meal, two 
tablespoons sugar, two tablespoons melted but- 
ter, three-fourths teaspoon salt, two teaspoons 
baking powder, seven-eighths cup milk, two 
egg yolks. Whip until stiff, then fold in two 
egg whites, one-eighth teaspoon salt. Bake 
the batter in well-greased muffin tins in a 
hot oven for about 20 minutes. 

There are also commercially 
prepared muffin and pancake 
mixes using corn meal, buckwheat 
or soya flour. Ever try potato 
dumplings? They are worth re- 
membering. Corn bread is the 
basis of an excellent meat short- 
cake, good with creamed ham or 
chipped beef. 

Meat pies are topped with 
mashed potatoes, rice or hominy 
grits or the casserole may have a 
similar dining. 

There are many good wheat 
Saving desserts, creams, custards, 
fruit and gelatine mixtures. Sub- 
stitute a corn flak. ring for 
shortcake, Substitute sifted bread- 
crumbs for.the zwieback or gra- 
ham cracker crumbs in a recipe 
for crumb crust for pies. This 
crust must be baked before it is 
filled, for 15 minutesdn a moder- 
ate (375 degree) oven. Cake bars 
made with prepared cereals re- 
quire no flour. Recipes for these 
may be found on the cereal pack- 
ages. Don’t forget the many kinds 
of oatmeal cookies.

North started properly with one 
diamond so that he could bid two 
clubs if partner’s response hap 
pened to be one spade, one heart 
or one no-trump. Over the actual 
response of two no-trump, there 
wer no point on showing the 
clubs—North’s hand was not good 
enough to warrant “reaching” for 
an eleven-trick minor-suit game. 


West opened his fourth-highest 
heart and declarer’s queen won. 
A low club was led to the king 
and a club was returned. South 
gave serious thought to finessing 
for the queen, but finally decided 
to play for a 2-2 division. He was 
in for a disappointment, but there 
was nothing to be done except to 
go ahead with club establishment. 


East, in with the club queen, 
saw little future in a heart return, 
inasmuch as he would not be able 
to give West the lead after knock- 
ing out the heart ace. So he 
shifted to a low spade. South put 
in the eight; West won and re 
turned the spade jack. 

All this was highly significant 
to the declarer, who had glumly 
reconciled himself to having the 
heart ace removed. West had dis- 
carded diamonds on the two club 
leads to which he had not fol- 
lowed suit, and this gave South 
a pretty strong indication that 
the diamond king was not on 
side. He also felt confident that 
East would have returned hearts 
instead of spades if he had start- 
ed out with three cards in part- 
ner’s suit. So, acting on his 
South won the 
second spade trick, cashed the 
heart ace, then led to the club 
jack and exited with a spade. 
East collected the queen and 
king, but then had to return a 
diamond to dummy’s major 10- 
ace. South lost only three spades 
and one club.
